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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the contention that the prior art would not be 
obvious to modify is disputed and additional consideration is certainly required. The Applicant's admit that Aoki shows the invention with 
the exception of showing an additional piezoelectric/electrostrictive element, so it is clear that Aoki shows all the claimed parts and the 
Examiner's view is that although he shows additional structure this has not yet been persuasively shown to be relevant.. 
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
